It is now one of the few steamers owned by 
Germany, for it was returned last January, after 
the Entente had taken all the rest of Germany's 
shipping. When folks speak of Russia's "disregard 
ApT property," that i^ worth remembering. The 
Entente had plenty of hj'pocritical words to cover 
the seizing of Germany's nhips, but they confis- 
cated private property just as ruthlessly as the 
"Russians over did. , - 

RUSSIANS Ri::rLT.Ni>-G ^o^^^: 

There are several families with children on the 
thip, indicating that parents are no longer afraid 
to take quite young children into Russia but expect 
to be able to get proper food for them. There are 
also many Russians ^who have been prisoners and 
arc coming homo for the first time after eight years. 

Americans think the war is over, but it isn't. 
Thousands of war prisoners all over Europe J^iott 
it Isn't. There are still thousands of Germans in 
the distant provinces of Russia and thousands of 
Russians in Germany, who have not been able to pay 
their way back again to their home lands and who 
have not even had letters to tell them if their peo- 
ple arc ll-v-ing or dead. All Central and Eastern 
Europe is still clogged with war refugees and war 
prisoners. ., > . ; . * . 



ITlKNCn HOLD HUSSIAXS I'llISONKKS '- 

One of these Russiaiis lolls me that there are 
thousands of Russians down in Algeria, held tKere 
by the French and without letters or pai)ers or any 
tommunlcaliona from Russia. They were helping: 
France on the western front in the early days of 
the -war. Then came the Revolution and the Rus- 
sians declared that their country was at peace now, 
and that they would also no longer figlit Thty 
were promptly Jailed or interned, some of them 
taken to Algeria.

Delegates from Panama and Cuba were said to have led in 
favoring the rehabilitation plan and a delegate froa Panama offered 
to pledge the fiist ylj-^OO frora his division if the convention rec^ched 
a favorable decision. The general opinion that prevailed u-as 
that under a strictly business management and V7ith efficient help, the 
Black Star Line might yet be made a successful business venture. 

In opening the discussion, Garvey called the iJegro the

He said he saw the need of negroes 
forcing an internationsl party and standing on one cocxion platioro, the 
iiegroes of Anericr, South Anerica, the *Jest Indies and in Africa voting 
aa one on issues of international import. He suggested it he nanieathe 
African Party. Garvey said, tha'^ various divisions uf the Univerbal 
ilegro Inprovenent ii.;5iiOciation hac been asiiied to throw their vote to var- i 
ioua pr.rties in this country which, when done, invariably gainedthe en- 
i::iity oi the other party. If every f.ieLiber of the Association votou one 
way, he said, this ill feeling would not be engendered.
